Washington, May 12.—A new pro- 


posal for 
sugar 
manufacturers to 


pool their buying of raw sugar in 
Cuba and other foreign markets, to 
reduce speculative 
bidding for the 


raw product, is under consideration 
by the department of justice, it was 
announced today. 


Assistant Attorney Gcnsral How- 


ard E. Figg today declared that the 
plan projected is in tentative shape 
for presentation to the refiners as a 
group. 
Many of the refiners, it la 


believed, are ready to accede to the 
suggestion. 


The suggestion will Mt l>e laid 


formally before the refin«r« until the 
requirements of the essential indus- 
tries during the present year are de- 
termined, a. matter which is now be- 
ing threshed out by a special com- 
mittee of refiner* at New York. 


The needs of approximately 3,000 


consumers amonf the preserving and 
canning manufacturers fct* being 
^considered. 


When the needs of the essential 


sugar users are denned the depart- 
ment will decide definitely whether 
curtailment is necessary among the 
so-called non-essential consumers, 
such as candy and soft drink manu- 
facturers. 


It was announced at the depart- 


ment today that vigorous measures 
are to be invoked to ass«re sugar 
in sufficient quantities 
for house- 


holders generally, not only for their 
table needs, but also for (rait pre- 
serving. 
The department 
announced that 


its campaign to eliminate the specu- 
lator from the sugar market already 
fs beginning to show results. This 
move, officials said, has effectively 
checked further unreasonable price 
increases and has slightly increased 
the amount of sugar available for 
small consumers.
